Mr. Wailes, presented the annual report of B. R. Grayson, 
President of the Board of Trustees of Jefferson College, which 
was read, and is as follows, viz: 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives, of the State of Mississippi, 
in General Assembly convened z 


The undersigned, President of the Board of Trustees of 
Jefferson College, in compliance wtth a law passed by the 
Legislature of the Mississippi Territory, on the 13th Decem- 
ber 1816, making ithis duty to report to the Legislature an- 
nually the state and condition of the College; and the amount 


1$: 


of. active funds in possession of the institution, mest respect- 
fully submits the following report, comprehending a cursory- 
review of ſhe · Operations of the institution, in reference to the. 
subjects on which-he is required to-report: 

In entering upon this duty, the undersigned cannot but la- 
ment, that the condition of the College. at this time- does not 
present an aspect more consonant to his wishes, and that of e- 
very person friendly to the.advancement of literature. He. 
regrets *hat the well intended efforts of the Trustees, have not 
yet resulted in more substantial good. 

The sources from whence the funds. of the College were to. 
be derived, it will be recollected, are the following, to wit: 
Ist, 36 Sections of Land, located on the. Tumbigbee river in 
the State of Alabama: — Two town lots in the city ef Natchez, 
{claimed by the City) and one out lot of thirty acres, (also 
claimed by the City as a common.) given by Congress forthe 
use of the College. All property which escheated to the Mis» 
sissippi Territory for ten years fromthe (3th December, 
1811. was vested in the College by an act of the. Legisla-. 
ture of that date. With these liberal andowments,on. the part 
of the general and local Legislatures, the. Trustees did .not un- 
ul the year 1818, find it practicable orsafe,.to undertake the 
erection of the College édifice. They then thought that the. 
property vested jn the College might be so disposed of, as to. 
enable them not only to effect an object so desirable and ne- 
ceasary, but. also to provide a fund sufficient to support such 
professors as were requisite to conduct the literary concerns. 
of the institution. Property about this period being..ata very 
advanced price, and the lots inthe City of Natchez having. 
been located for the site of the public buildings of Adams 
County, the Trustees obtained for the relinquishment of their 
claim the sum of $5,000. A favorable opportunity also pre- 
sented itself for.a disposition of a portion of the 36 sections of. 
Jand on the Tombigbee; contracts were entered inta. with a 
number of individuals. at St. Stephens, and forty nie quar- 
ters: and fractional parts of sections amounting to 7207 
acres were leased for ninety nine years renewable forever, 
for. the sum of $33,409. 03. One fourth of which sum: [$8.- 
352 25 .3-4] was paid down and the balance was to be paid. 
in two, four and six years: Under the faith of these contracts, 
and with the view of anticipating some of the instalments, 
which were thereafter to fal! due. The Trustees (aided by 
others friendly to the College) borrowed of the Bank fof the 
State upon their individual responsibility the sum of $9,000. . 
which sum together with those before mentioned amounting to. 
$22,852 25 3-4 was deemed gufficient to complete the bujld~. 
ing. f i 
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After these measures had been taken, and before the 
feases for the land on Tombighee could be executed 
by contracting parties, living at such a distance from each 
other to render the contract obligatory, the demand for 
Alabama lands had in a great measure ceased. and the 
lands leased by the trustees, had fallen so much in value 
as to dispose the several lessees rather to abandon their 
contracts, than comply with their conditions. The Trustees 
nevertheless believed, that such terms might be offered to the 
lessees not incompatible with the interest of the College, as 
would secure to the institution a just value for the land and a 
sufficient to an-wer its immediate demand. 

The College edifice being now nearly completed, and the 
fands which had been appropriated for that purpose being ex- 
hausted; the Legislature at their session in 1820, taking into 
consideration the peculiar situation af the Tru-tees, granted 
them a loan of 54.000. With the aid of this loan they were 
enabled to complete the building andto fit up the houses ne- 
cessary for the Stewart’s department; in doing which how- 
ever. they were compelled to leave unpaid contracts to the 
amount of about $1,000. -~ : 

‘Fhe College edifice is built in a: substantial manner with 
brick, seventy by forty feet, and three stories high, having 
four school rooms and sixteen lodging rooms With a building 
so spacious and so well adapted for the operations of a literary 
institution; with the loan previously granted by the Legislature 
for the payment of the salary of Teachers, and the prospect of 
obtaining funds from. the sources before enumerated, sufficient 
it was expected for every purpose ofthe College The Trus“ 
tees had well hoped that Jefferson College would soon have 
sustained a character worthy of the patronage it had received, 
and honorable te the Southern country. , The Trustees look- 
ing forward to an object so desirable, and believing the time 
nearly at band when the youth of this state would net be com- 
pelled to resort to Seminaries in other states for their educa- 
tion, immediately with the money loaned by the Legislature 
for that purpose, engaged the services of a distinguished scien- 
tific gentleman, af the head of the institution, and such other 
subordinate Teachers as were then thought necessary, and 
in the mean time applied every effort in their power to bring- 
ing into operation all the resources of the College 

Under the law passed by the Legislature prescribing: the 
mode of proceeding in cases of escheats, agents were appoint- 
ed in the several counties by the Board, as the law required, 
and such compensation allowed them for their trouble, as was 
deemed sufficient to secure their prompt attention. . 
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Everv step was taken necessary on the part of the College 
“fo effect a decision inthe suit which had been for several 
years depending. between the College and the City of Nat- 
chez, for the out lot ot 30 acres before mentioned. An agent 
was appointed and sent to St. Stephens with the offer of the 
Trustees to the Lessees of the Tombighee land, of a liberal 
discount on the instalments due, provided they discharged 
them. l 

From these various opérations, only a small sum has yet 
been realized from escheated property. But- few of the les- 
sees have yet availed themselves of the discount offered them. 
And no decision has yet been made in the snit pending be- 
‘ween the College and the city of Natchez. With circum- 
stances so embarrassing and foreign to the reasonable expec- 
tations of the Trustees, they have had to contend for a num- 
ber of years past. After the sum loaned by the Legislature 
for the payment of ‘Teachers had been exhausted, every ef- 
fort was made to keep the school in operation by tuition fees 


alone. This however has not proved sufficient to secure the 
services of men calculated to give celebrity to the institution, 


and to render it extensively useful. A respectable Grammar 


School has however-been generally kept up. 
The institution is now, and bas been since the middle of 
May. last, without a Teacher; every effort on the part of the 
Trustees to procure a suitable character to fill, even the se- 
cond department having failed of success. ee 

The Trustees however, although without anv active funds 
in their possession at this time, do not dispair, with the re- 
sources which they have, of being able e’re long, of placing 
the College on a respectable footing, ` 

A decision in the suit against the city of Natchez, it is hoped 
will not be much longer delayed, and that it will be favorable 
to the claim of the College there is great reason to conclude. 
‘Something very considerable is shortly expected’from es- 
‘cheated property. The Tombighee lands although now great- 
ly depressed in price itis believed will before long be syscep- 
tible of yielding considerable revenue: And should the les- 
sees ultimately refuse to comply with their éngagements, in 
consequence of the contracts not having been reduced to writ- 
ing, it is not believed that any injury . will result to the Col- 
lege, as the lands will, in that case revert and be subject to 
the future disposition of the Trustees; and the delay and un- 
«certainty incident to suits at law be avoided: is 

The Trustees. sensible of the weight of their responsibility, 
have made great sacrifices of time for the benefit of the Col- 
lege, and although frequently assisted by voluntary contribu- 
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‘tions, to meet demands against the institution, have- often been 
compelled to satisfy such demands from their private resources: 
They are not disposed however to give way to the difficulties 
which they have to encounter, but will. continue to make e- 
yery exertion in their power to promote the interest and se- 
cure the welfare of the institution over which they have been 


called to preside.

A message in writing from the Governor, by Mr. Leake, 
his private Secretary, (viz:) 


Fellow- Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives: 

While we contemplate the condition of the dif- 
ferent nations of the earth, it is asource of the high- 
est gratification, and ought to excite our greatest 
admiration and gratitude to the author of our be- 
ing, that our lots have been-cast in a land of free- 
dom, where civil and religious liberty are fully en- 
joyed, and the rights of the people rest on a basis, 
Which can alone be shaken by their own agency. 
The people, being possessed of the physical power 
of the State, and all authority exercised by their 
public functionaries emanating from them, will 
maintain and protect their rights, so long as they 
possess that portion of intelligence which will ena- 
ble them to know and understand those rights.— 
How important then is it, that every avenue of in- 
formation shonld be kept open to them; that a ge- 
neral, diffusion of knowledge should be encouraged 
by promoting and aidmg the means of education 
throughout our State! 

Without knowledge, republican virtue must 
dwindle to a shadow, and the people in ignorance 
of their rights and privileges, will easily be made 
instruments by artful and designing men, for the 
destruction of their own liberties. The history of 
‘the world aboum!s with instanges of this, kind; for 
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in such a state of things, liberty is only a misnomer 
for licentiousness; and freedom, only a scene of 
anarchy and confusion; until the people, borne 
down by oppression, springing from licentious ha- 
bits, become prepared for absolute despotism, inte 
which, under the guidance of some aspiring dema- 
gogue, they will calmly sink without a struggle. 

Then in the commencement of those duties, 
which we are called on to perform, for the interests 
and happiness of our constituents, let us keep 
steadily in view, the great importance of educa- 
tion, as the only means of diffusing that knowledge 
so necessary for their happiness, and the security 
of théirtearest rights and lasting prosperity, 

I would respectfullycall the attention of the Ge- 
néral Assembly, to the mode of obtaining grand 
juries within this State. Grand Juries being the 
Srand inquest of the several counties within the 
State, itis a matter of the highest importance that 
they should be selected fromthe most intelligent, 
as well as the most respectable characters within 

the diferent counties; instead of which, itis not 
kask who a grand juror will be, until his name 
shall have been promiscuonsly drawn from the 
jury box. -Thus it frequently happens, that a 
ey N composed of men, who, though they 
lest, are, in Consequence of their ignor- 
lly incapable of discharging thase high 
duties required of them by law; and which the 
good order and well being ef Society make it so 
necessary that they should perform. Tüfleed it has 
frequently happened, that not à member of the 
grand jury could be sclected by the court capable 
of acting as foreman; Ad thus, all the advantages 
resulting from a competent grand zu are entire - 
Iy lost to the ar and the systenritself falls in- 
to öbntempt, whiclhilght be productive of so much 
beneh to the community, if properly conducted 
' BRS 
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and regulated. The great incapacity of grand 
jurie -, has introduced the practice of the Attorney 
General and District Attorneys giving their at- 
tendance in the rooms of the grand juries, for the 
purpose of instructing them in the discharge of 
their various duties. Though this practice may 
not as yet have been productive of any serious evil, 
yet it is one which ought not to prevails for what 
ever, instructions are necessary to grand juries, , 
should be given by the court, or the prosecuting 
attorney, in presence of, and under the control of 
the court. If the Attorney General himself, could 
attend all the Superior Courts within the State, 
there would, perhaps, be less necessity of restrain- 
ing this practice; because he is generally selected 
from among the most able and skilful attorneys; 
and in whose integrity the highest confidence may 
be placed; while the District Attorneys are gene- 
rally taken from among the younger members of 
the bar, who are frequently unskilled in their pro- 
festion, and from a want Of experience in the prac- 
tico’of the law, have not attained that degree of 
knowledge sa necessary toa proper and ee 
discharge oftheir duties. A young and unskilfal 
attorney might, without intending to err, give to 
the grand jory, when not in the presgaceof the- 
court, instructions not only. contrary t t sube 
versive of the soundest principles of thes law. For 
instance, the District Attorney might be told by, 
one who had. violatrd-a penal law by retailing 
spiritous Iiquors, without #license, that he had ap- 
plied to the County Court fer a license, but owing, - 
tothe hurry of business in court, or some <dtlier 
cause, over which he had noæontrol, the clerk had 
omitted to make the entry aud the license had not 
issued. The Same attorney migzt-be told by am 
overseer ofthe road, who had inéttred the penalty - 
of the law by omitting to keep his road in goodlre- 
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‘pair, that he had received no notice of his appoint- 
ment as overseer of the road, and knew nothing of 
at until it was too late to make the necessary re- 
pairs. The District Attorney might believe both ` 
these statements, though untrue, and conscientious- 
iy suppose it tis duty, with a view to saving cost, 
to the State, to instruct the grand jury not to pre- 
ent either of the persons go offending. In such a 
case the instructions given would be.altogether as to 
matter of fact, and entirely improperand illegal; yet 
such cases might frequently occur, unless thé His- 
trict Attorney should be restrained from: giving. 
instructions to grand juries, except in the presence 
ofthe court. I would therefore suggest the pro~ 
priety of authorizing the Sheriffs, by law, to sum- 
mon from the most intelligent and respectable citi» 
zens in their respective counties, a sufficient num» 
ber of persons to compose grand jurics. This 
course is pursued in several States in the Union, in 
which grand juries have always been found fully 
capable of discharging their duty in a manner cal- 
culated to promote the public interest, and secure to 
society all the- benefits resulting from enlightened. 
grand juries. , 7 
The Revised Code of laws, published by the 
authority of the General Assembly, has at length 
been completed, aùd distributed among the several 
officers of the State, as directed by law. It is 
with great pleasure that J have it in my power to 
state, that the work has been well executed, both 
as it relates to the printing and binding. The 
great length of time which it required to complete 
the printing, made it necessary that the superin- 
tendent should be constantly ‘attending on the 
work until its completion; and it affords me great 
pleasure to say, that he has discharged His duty 
faithfully, and in a manner entirely satisfactory. 
Since your, last session, X have received an 
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answer from the Treasury Department of:the U- 
nited States, to my communication to the head of 
that department, in relation to the lands granted 
by Congress to this State, for the support of a 
Seminary of learning within the same; by which it 
appears that the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
1 nited States has sanctioned the selections of 
those lauds which I had caused to be made, 
agreeably to his instructions, It will be necessa- 
Ty that such measures should be adopted by the 
General Assembly relative to those lands, as will 
make them the most productive to the institution, 
for the benefit of which the donation was mage. 
As the act of Congress making this donation, does 
not authorize the sale of any of those lands, “and 
as the institution would be greatly benefitted by 
having, at leat, such parts of them sold as affords 
éligible sites for towas, &c. I would respectfully 
recommend, that Congress be memorialized, re- 
questing their assent to the sale of such parts. 
thereof as the Legislature of this State might deem 
most conducive to the prosperity of the institution. 
By a communication from the commissioner of the 
General Land Office, under date of the Sth af Oc 
tober last, it appears that the amaunt of the three 
per cent. fand, accruing to the state of Mississip- 
pi, from the nett proceeds of the ‘sales of public 
dJands within the same, is two thousand five hun- 
dred and sixty-nine dollars and fifty-eight cents. 
This sum being now available, may with:proprie- 
‘ty be appropriated to the opening and repairing of 
roads, within the state, which is the sole object, 
to which it ean now be applied. I would, how- 
ever, recommend to the General Assembly the 
‘propriety of sending a Memoriak to Congress, in 
order to obtain their assent.to.the application of this~ 
fund to internal improvements generally; such ag 
opening navigable streams and canals, as, wellag 
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to opening ahd repairing roads. By the annual 
geport of the Auditor of Public Accounts, you will 
have, disclosed to you, the condition of the reve- 
mue, and che expendlitures of the past year. ‘Phe 
amount of moneys. recaived from all sources of ré- 
‘venue, during, the; Mast. year, including a balance 
n old account, is twenty-eight thousand fonr hun- 
dred ‘and fifteen dollars and fifty-one cents, while 
“the moneys, paid out, and warrants drawn on the 
Treasury, unief the various heads of expendi- 
ture for the, same period, are forty-four thousand, 
four‘hundred and one dollars and eighteen and 
three fourth cents; which exhibits a deficit in the 
treasury, on the 34st of December last, of fifteen 
Thousand nine hundred and eighty-five dollars and 
Six and three fourth cents. From this statement 
it would seem to he the indispensible duty of the 
4 Legislature to. provide means to meet the public 
exigencies of the state. Unless other subjects of 
taxation can he discovered,- it appears to be ab- 
solutely necessary tọ increase the taxes on such 
articles as are-now. subjéet to taxation.

1 
It is also a matter of importance, that the cot 
lectors of the revenue should be authorised to com-. 
mence their collections at an earlier period. They 
are now allowed only about one month to make 
collections and pay into the treasury; which is im- 
possible for them to do, unless they possessed: the 
faculty of ubiquity. Besides; the only. season ‘of 
the year in which the collectors are authorised to 
coerce the payment of taxes, is thé season, when 
persons change their residence from one county te 
another, and frequently into some other state or 
territory, and many of them, remove, without hav~\* ~ 
ing paid their-taxess in most of which cases, the 
amount of their taxes is entirely lost to the state.

That they have given‘the subjerf that attentive iiw estiga- 
tion, whieh if so éminently merits; and have cautiously. weigh · 
ed ali the reasons, which operated upon a former Legislature, 
to repeal this law. The committee are well aware of the ob- 
jections which will be urged against the revival of this act, 
at this infant period of our state government; and that it will 
be urged in hostility to the measure, the unsettled state of 
our lands, and spare population, together with its being too 
premature at this time to afford much benefit to the state. 

The committee admit the reasons to be good, but they are 
not founded in justice, or disfinguished by that celebrity 
which ought to characterize a good people—who ought in 
wisdom ts lay a‘basis, not so much for present good, but that 
which. will reap d harvest of worth, genius and benefit to 
posterity. It is a rule founded in wisdom, that unless repub- 
lics in infancy, lay the ground*work for the benefit af succeed- 
ing ages each successive age, will call every proposition of 
this kind premature, and will cry it down as impolitic and 
unwise. It behoves us, as citizens of a state forming a link 
with the great bond of union, to distinguish our state among 
the rest, in fostering asystem of education calculated to per- 
petuate the blessings of freedom, arid to contribute our zeal 
and might in creating a fund which may be rendered perpe- 
tual and towperate as a spring to elect talent, develope ge- 
nius in obscurity and to give every facility to the acquirement 
of learning, as well to the rich as to the poor, as may be de- 
signed at a future period, by a wise liberal and magnanimous 
Legislature. ` ` 

The committee take tbe liberty of embracing in their re- 
port a variety of subjects, thoygh'notdirettly embraced in the 
resolution, yet they are presented for the consideration of the 
House, viz: , ' 

In the year 1822, while this system was in operation. under 
the law, the sum reported to the Auditor's office, as collected 
Was $8,156 83, this system, if continued in operation would 
have yielded in 1835. $81,560 83. Ifthe increase of wealth . 
and population is taken into conzjderation, the sum would 
have been in that time $100,000, if the original sum was ine: 
vested in Bank as céllécted annually. It would yield in 1825, 
at four per cent. semi-annually $136,872 73, . 
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The probable amount arising from fines, forfeitures a 
penalties at a geasonable calculation would be three thousand 
dollars per annum, ifinvested annually and ape’ as above 
it would in 1835, be $50,895. 

Amount now in the Treasury received on account of Ines, 
51.20. 00. and penalties, fom Ist January, 4624 0 1825, 

1,204, 00. 

From the small amount of fines; Sc. remaining io the Trea- 
sury it. would seem that some‘hing was wrong in regard to the. 
collectiomof that fund. It. is the opinion of ‘those: competent 
to judge, that a large amount must be due the State by Clerks 
or Sheriffs, -vigilance is necessary on the part of thé State to 
ascertain how this fund is applied, and what becomes of i. 
By a reasonable calculation the amount supposed to be due 
must be $20,000. 

It appears by the Auditor's Report, that the sum of $40- 
16 92 3-4 belonging to the: Literary Fund, has been refund - 
ed. to the different counties, and. paid out on the various or- 
ders of the President and Directors of that Fund: “It seems a 
proper enquiry how they bave applied’the money, and for- 
what purposes, if this fund was restored.back to the staté and 
refunded for this object it would be of great ‘importance, 
$4016 92 3 4. 

By the Governor’s message it seems, there is now availa 
ble in the Treasury, $2,569 68 cts. accruing to the State 
from the three per cent fund; some difficulty of opinion pre- 
vails with regard to-the true amount of that fund. The fund 
is considered much darger whieb the state is entitled to. The 
report of the Treasurer will satisfy us on ‘that head, 
$2,569 58. 

It appears that near 526. 000. is due the state by “Assessors 
and Collectors, a considerable proportion of that amount was 
for default in payment of taxes, during the period when the 
Literary Fund was in operation It would be adviseable for 
the State to employ a suitable agent to collect these debts, 
and app! y them tothis fand, $26,000. 

There is also $5,000 Bank Stock of the State, which might 
be added $5,000. 

‘Under ‘the present system of School lands they yield but 
a trifling amount, the lands are daily depreciating in value by 
this policy, in a few years the timber will be destroyed, the 
lands exhausted. If offered for sale by- permission of Con- 
gress or leased by specia: agents at 90 years, an active fund 
might be collected In the county of Wilkinson there are 
21 reserved sections, the greater proportion of which is valua- 
ble, and from information they would.averege $5 per acre, if 
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Applied to the use of that county would vield $67,200; Whick 
would enable that. county alone, to educate every child withe 
in her boundaries. If that amount was vested in Bank Stock 
it would yield in, 1835, 5.136, 08868. 

Note. It would seem that. there are 441 reserved sections 
in this State for the use of Schools, making $282,240 acres if 
soli at $1 25, would yield $352,800. „ 

It is“ not supposed that-these lands are generally fertile, 
but if found to be unproductive and of no value the governe 
ment ought to make an exchange, or the great object which - 
was designed will fail by this means. = 

If the 36 sections were sold which. were granted by Con- 
gress for the use ofa Seminary of Learning, at 4 per acre, an 
active fund might be raised of $72,160, which if vested in 
Bank Stock, until 1835, would yield, $203,300. 

The debt due by Jefferson College, would yield in 1835, 
if paid tothe State and. invested, 920, 208. a 

The committee deem. it proper to state, that if Jefferson 
College, was under the control of the State, it might be more 
equally and extensively patronized, it would tend in a greater 
degree to-effect the great and important objects of Education. 

The lands granted by Congress to the. Seminary, are Tee 
presented as extremely fertile being 36 sections in the State 
of Alabama, if sold at $4 per acre, and the amount vested as 
above it would yield, $203,300, oe 

The lots in Natchez, with 30 acres on the Common ia 
that city, is supposed to be worth, $50,000. 

Aggregate, $1,212,254 23 3-4 

This Fund if united with those of the State will place us 
in an e to command immediately the most splendid 
talent preside over that Seminary. This sum united with 
the State will enable us to compete with any Seminary, in 
the world in point of endowment, with such united funds aid- 
ed by the liberal and enlightened patronage of the. Legisla- 
turé, we can send forth annually a harvest:of tdlent to give 
light and instruction to every part of the state,
